NO GO TO LOGO? 


Student backlash over university’s ‘rigid and

Hundreds of students are protesting 
against a new logo adopted by 
their university that they claim they 
had no say over and have likened to 
Soviet propaganda. 

Many undergraduates at Epsom’s 
University of Creative Arts (UCA), 
in Epsom, were left “deeply disap¬ 
pointed and irritated” last week 
when they found out the university 
had rebranded itself and changed 
its logo from a simple white and 
green image to a monochrome sign 
using matchsticks. 

UCA, which has four other cam¬ 
puses, has said the project started 18 
months ago when student focus 


groups told it the old logo was “flat” 
and “safe” and it did not “express 
the creativity for which we are 
known”. The university said it had 
also consulted staff and external 
organisations. 

Four agencies were invited to cre¬ 
ate a new design, with Spin - the 
company behind Channel 4’s televi¬ 
sion logo - selected. 

But many have been left horrified 
at the logo and a petition - “Revert 
back to the old UCA logo or provide 
an alternative” - started by first- 
year student Kathryn Young, 20, has 
already amassed 600 signatures. 

She said: “People say it looks like a 
swastika if you were to move the 
matches around. Dyslexics can’t 
read it. It doesn’t look like UCA. 

“We want something we can read. 
It’s quite rigid and ugly. 


“The money used to fund this re¬ 
branding could have been used for 
other areas at UCA. Management 
have expressed great pleasure at the 
stir they have caused. However, 
they have, in reality, left many stu¬ 
dents past and present deeply disap¬ 
pointed and irritated.” 

In an email sent to all UCA stu¬ 
dents on Monday, it said it was 
“happy to have sparked the debate” 
and has set up a blog for students to 
leave their views. 

It said: “We are never going back 
to the old identity. In fact, we will be 
removing it from all our campuses 
over the next two months or so. 

“Our students and staff deserve to 
be part of an institution that will 
take risks, challenge the conven¬ 
tions of education branding and re¬ 
ceive the levels of praise, debate,

commentary, criticism and atten¬ 
tion that we’ve seen this last week.” 

It said the project has been deliv¬ 
ered on a “very modest budget” and 
the new brand will change as the 
university develops. 

A UCA spokeswoman refused to 
reveal how much Spin was paid for 
the rebranding as it was “commer¬ 
cially sensitive” and said the cost of 
changing all its branding had yet to 
be agreed. 

Simon Ofield-Kerr, UCA vice- 
chancellor, said: “You will never 
have a consensus over what good 
design looks like. I’d be dismayed if 
there weren’t strong positive and 
negative views.”

Hundreds of mourners came 
together last week to remem¬ 
ber a man beloved by the 
Gypsy, boxing and racing 
communities. 

Peter Matthews, 70, was 
buried on Thursday after his 
hearse, drawn by black 
horses, went over the Downs 
where he put up fences for 
the Derby for 51 years. 

Outside his home in Horton 
Hill, Epsom, a fire burned in 
a brazier - an old Gypsy 
custom - and his beloved dog 
Milo stood on a flatbed lorry 
bedecked with floral tributes. 

One mourner described 
him as a “number one champ 
all round”. 

Members of his boxing 
club, the Rose Hill Amateur 
Boxing Club, looked on wear¬ 
ing their club tracksuits. 

Mabs Luzolo, one of the 
boxers trained by Mr 
Matthews, said: “I feel like I 
knew him all my life. 


“He was an absolute legend, 
brought out the best in 
people.” 

His funeral service was 
held at Christ Church, 
Epsom Common, and after¬ 
wards the hearse travelled 


past the winning post at 
Epsom Downs Racecourse en 
route to Epsom cemetery. 

Mr Matthews loved pigeons 
and a basket of racing pi¬ 
geons were released at the 
graveside. A wake was then 
held at the Blenheim Arms in 
Epsom. 

Jane Jackson, who has been 
friends with Mr Matthews for 
19 years, said: “He was my 
best friend and he knew the 
true meaning of loyalty. 

“He was always there for 
you, day or night, it didn’t 
matter what it was. 

“He was one of a kind. They 
don’t make them like that 
any more.” 

After his death last month, 
his daughter Chanelle, 24, 
who was also his carer said 
he has always been part of 
the racing community and 
devoted to his family includ¬ 
ing her son Riley. 

Mr Matthews’ biological fa¬ 
ther was Jasper Smith - a

plans to regenerate Epsom town centre 
with nearly £4m worth of street 
improvements. 

The plans, which propose making 
South Street two-way and involve “pub¬ 
lic realm improvements” focusing on as¬ 
pects such as street furniture and art, 
have attracted considerable debate and 
criticism from readers. 

But Surrey County Council (SCC), 
which is funding the improvements 
along with Epsom Council, believes the 
changes will cut journey times through 
the town by up to 20 per cent - on aver¬ 
age about a two-minute decrease. 

Images of the plans - part of Epsom 
Council’s long-term vision for the town, 
Plan E - will go on display with pictures 
and maps of the new road layout on 
March 18, 19 and 21 at the Ebbisham 
Centre in Derby Square, Epsom. 

People will have the chance to discuss 
the plans to improve traffic flow and 
safety with experts from both councils 
and will be able to find out about mea¬ 
sures to promote walking by improving 
pedestrian safety. 

The consultation will take place at the 
Ebbisham Centre on Wednesday, March 
18, from noon to 7.30pm; Thursday, 
March 19, from 10am to 7.30pm; and Sat¬ 
urday, March 21, from 10am to 4pm.

No pink bus on 
day for women

There was no pink bus, but 
a number of red faces 
when fathers’ rights ac¬ 
tivists tried to confront 
Labour’s deputy leader on 
international women’s day 
at Epsom Downs Race¬ 
course on Sunday. 

But Harriet Harman was 
not present as local 
Labour members paid 
tribute to suffragette 
Emily Davison who died 
under the king’s horse at 
the Derby in 1913. 

Epsom Councillor Sheila 
Carlson, who organised 
the event, said she had in¬ 
vited Harriet Harman and 
her pink bus to visit 
Epsom at some point, but 
she was not expected on 
Sunday. 

Coun Carlson said she 
did not see any fathers’ 
rights activists at the 
event, adding: “I think 
they have got their wires a 
little bit crossed. 

“We would not expect 
her to be coming to Epsom 
at that time.” 

Coun Carlson, who is

standing for Parliament in 
the forthcoming elections, 
attached a red rose to the 
memorial and held a 
minute’s silence with 
other Labour supporters. 

She said: “We had a de¬ 
bate about women’s rights 
and women voting. 

“We felt it was a fitting 
place to celebrate interna¬ 
tional women’s day be¬ 
cause obviously she’s very 
important to us in Epsom, 
but also important to 
women generally. 

“Without her and the 
sort of sacrifices she and 
fellow suffragettes made, 
we couldn’t vote.” 

Dads’ rights activist 
Martin Matthews, who 
climbed on Justice 


Secretary Chris Grayling’s 
house last year, said: “We 
went for a walk, but she 
wasn’t there. 

“We spoke to some lovely 
people who I assume were 
from the Labour Party. 
There was nothing to be 
done.” 

He said Labour support¬ 
ers had confirmed Ms Har¬ 
man was invited and he 
wanted the politician to 
clarify her position on 
what the age of consent 
should be. 

Ms Harman has ex¬ 
pressed regret that a civil 
liberties group she once 
worked for had links to 
pro-paedophile campaign¬ 
er, the Paedophile Infor¬ 
mation Exchange. 
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Bid to recruit 300 nurses

Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals are looking to Portugal 
and eastern Europe to help 
fill the 300 nursing vacancies 
that currently exist at the 
hospitals. 

Daniel Elkeles - the trust’s 
new chief executive who was 
appointed last October - told 
a meeting of Epsom Coun¬ 
cil’s health liaison panel last 
month that recruiting nurses 
was “a really big issue” and 
said the shortage equated to 
10 per of the hospitals’ nurs¬ 
ing workforce. 

He said there had also been 
more than 100 vacancies 


for healthcare assistants - 
although the majority of 
these have now been filled. 

The chief executive said it 
has been hard to recruit lo¬ 
cally because of a labour 
shortage and the cost of liv¬ 
ing in the south-east, coupled 
with a “massive” increase in 
demand. 

He said: “We do have 200 
more people working at 
Epsom and St Helier com¬ 
pared with 18 months ago. 

“Nursing recruitment is a 
really big issue.” 

Mr Elkeles said the 29 nurs¬ 
es recruited from Portugal 
last year had “settled in real¬ 
ly well” and “we’ve all got 
to be a bit wiser” when it 
comes to recruiting nurses 
internationally. 


“We are going back to Por¬ 
tugal in the spring and we are 
also going to look at eastern 
Europe.” 

He said bank staff, a pool of 
the hospitals’ own staff mem¬ 
bers who choose to do more 
hours for which they are paid 
extra, are being used to fill 
the gap, and that the trust re¬ 
cently introduced a price¬ 
matching policy to attract 
back staff doing extra hours 
at hospitals such as St 
George’s in Tooting which 
had offered more money. 

He said: “We noticed some 
of the other trusts have in¬ 
creased the rate of pay for 
bank staff and a couple of 
weeks ago we introduced a 
John Lewis ‘never knowingly 
undersold’ policy.” 


“We have to now report 
every nursing shift where we 
don’t have the right numbers 
of nurses. It’s very rare when 
we don’t achieve safe nursing 
levels.” 

He added that nurses re¬ 
cruited from abroad were 
happy to 
settle in 
the UK: , 

“There 
seems 
to be a 
much 
lower 
drop-off ^ 
rate.” 



CCG will not be back in black by next year 


Recovering a £10.7m deficit will 
not involve “slash and burn” and 
“heavy rationing” within the 
area’s healthcare budget, the boss 
of Surrey Downs Clinical Com¬ 
missioning Group (SDCCG) has 
pledged. 

At a meeting of Epsom Council’s 
health liaison panel last month, 
Miles Freeman said the CCG had 
discussed its recovery plan with 
NHS England - which will not see 
the CCG’s finances back in the 
black in the next year. 

The chief officer said: “If we 
were being asked to recover and 
pay back this money and get the 


CCG’s finances into a recurring 
balance for next year it would be 
an impossible task and something 
which would require slash and 
burn and very heavy rationing. 

’’They are looking for plans 
which are realistic and 
deliverable.” 

Mr Freeman said he did not 
want to “shunt some of the costs 
around the system and move the 
deficit around the different play¬ 
ers” - something he said had hap¬ 
pened in the past where 
commissioners charge more from 
providers and vice-versa when 
one finds itself in deficit. 


“What I have seen happen before 
is that everyone burrows down 
into their organisation and puts 
up the shutters and leaves the 
problem with the organisation 
which is seen to have created it. 
This is not how the reaction has 
been here,” he said. 

In an interview with the Epsom 
Guardian in December, Mr Free¬ 
man said the deficit was projected 
to be £11.4m. 

Matthew Knight, SDCCG’s chief 
finance officer, said: “The figure is 
now £10.7m due to a national re¬ 
bate from a pooled budget, which 
has affected all CCGs.”

News that the dinosaurs are alive 
and living in the Amazon rainfor¬ 
est was revealed to the world at a 
church in a leafy Surrey village. 

Or at least it was in the new 
adventure movie Extinction, part 
of which was filmed near the pro¬ 
ducer’s home in Ewell Village. 

Award-winning film producer 
Ben Loyd-Holmes, 33, also plays 
the part of a zoologist in the £3.8m 
independent film, as he leads a 
research expedition into the 
Amazon jungle. 

The film went on general 
release last Tuesday and is billed 
by the team who produced it as a 
rival to blockbuster Jurassic 
World 

Loyd-Holmes said: “We filmed 
the press conference scenes and 
also did all our rehearsals and 
pre-production in Ewell. 

“The press conference scenes 
were pretty tough to film, purely 
because they were so different 
from everything we’d been doing 
for the rest of the shoot.” 

These parts were filmed at the 
King’s Church in Longmead 
Road. Scenes with dinosaurs such 
as T Rex - created from metal, 
bone and silicone - were filmed 
in Woking, Mauritius and Wales. 

Loyd-Holmes said: “The di¬ 
nosaurs were always exciting to 
work with. They were really hard 
to work with, but also very excit¬ 
ing, as were the snakes, scorpions 
and crocodiles.

“Working with animals always 
adds an element of excitement 
and the ‘what will happen?’ factor 
and practical effects are very 
tough but bring huge benefits to 
the film. 

“But also the small moments 
had their own very different ex¬ 
citement. 

“There’s a part in the film 
where Sarah Mac, who plays 
Michelle, is wounded and it’s 
looking pretty bleak as the team 
are mostly scattered, lost or dead. 

“It’s a really intense scene and 
during it a lot of the crew watch¬ 
ing were in tears. 

“That’s a really good sign. 


Those moments were really excit¬ 
ing.” 

Loyd-Holmes is also really 
excited to see how viewers react 
to the film and enjoyed the world 
premiere in Leicester Square last 
week. 

He said: “I’d wanted to make an 
adventure movie for some time 
and really with the Amazon and 
dinosaurs it doesn’t get much big¬ 
ger or better an adventure. 

“I knew Jurassic World was in 
the works and that it would be a 
good time for this kind of film so I 
started looking at it a little more 
closely. 

“Before it had been a bit of a big 
ambitious dream rather than a 
reality, but with the Jurassic 
World interest I knew there was 
an opportunity if I could find a 
way to do it. 

“With a bit of research we found 
the way to create physical di¬ 
nosaurs that would give the film a 
realistic and exciting look, that 
was the turning point, it was what 
made us think that making the 
film was possible.” 

In the film a professor leads a 
research team deep into the Ama¬ 
zon jungle - a hunting ground of 
the prehistoric apex predators. 

Loyd-Holmes said: “I play Pro¬ 
fessor Howson, a zoologist from 
South Africa who is leading the 
team on their research expedition 
to study endangered animals.

Parents ‘reassured’ after girl’s finger sliced 


The school where part of a girl’s 
finger was amputated has writ¬ 
ten to parents to “reassure” 
them about safety measures in¬ 
troduced after the story broke. 

Cuddington Croft Primary 
School wrote to parents on 
February 23, a month after the 
incident and four days after this 
newspaper published the story of 
how an unsupervised five-year- 
old girl lost her fingertip after 
she got it caught in a classroom 
fire door. 

In the letter, co-written by 
headteacher Scott MacLean and 


chairwoman of governors Dymp- 
na Foran, said: “In the wake of 
this incident, I write to reassure 
you that the health and safety of 
all children at Cuddington Croft 
Primary has been and remains a 
top priority, for all members of 
staff, as well as the governing 
body. 

“As a result of this, the school 
has implemented additional 
measures to further safeguard 
our children. 

“The head of Surrey County 
Council’s Strategic Risk Manage¬ 
ment has been contacted and a 


formal health and safety audit is 
planned. 

“Pending this audit, we have in¬ 
stalled slow-closure technology 
to all classroom doors and hinge 
guards are being installed today. 

“Moreover, staffing rotas have 
now been reorganised so as to 
ensure a named member of staff 
is on duty, inside the school 
building, during scheduled play¬ 
ground activities. 

“Please rest assured that 
Cuddington Croft Primary is and 
remains a safe and secure envi¬ 
ronment for all of its pupils.”

Biker’s appeal to pair 
10 years after crash

A motorcycle rider seriously in¬ 
jured in a crash is searching for 
the man and female doctor who 
saved his life a decade ago. 

Andrew Mackay, 35, from Mor- 
den, broke two vertebrae and 
smashed seven ribs in a motorcy¬ 
cle accident at the Hook Road 
roundabout by Horton Country 
Park in July 2005. 

A man, who lived next to the 
roundabout, heard the crash and 
rushed to help with his friend, a 
doctor. Together they stopped him 
from choking on his own blood 
after one of his ribs punctured a 
lung and tended him until an am¬ 
bulance arrived. 

It took seven months before Mr 
Mackay recovered and when he 
did he tried to find the pair to 
thank them. 

But he had no luck and now, a 
decade later, has just launched an 
appeal on social media to track 
them down. 

He said: “It’s something I have 
always wanted to do, and 10 years 
on I thought why not try. It’s to 
find them and thank them. It’s my 
own quest as it were.” 

Carpenter and builder Mr Mack¬ 
ay said his motorbike brakes did 
not work properly and he crashed

into the roundabout on July 5. 

He said: “I think my body was 
back in one piece within seven 
months, but it took a long time for 
me to recover properly.” 

Recently, Mr Mackay posted on 
Facebook: “Did you save my life 
in Epsom/Chessington in July 
2005? Please share this post to 
help me find the people who 
saved my life. 

“The accident left me with sever¬ 
al injuries, the most life-threaten¬ 
ing at the time, however, was one 
of my ribs puncturing my right 
lung causing me to be unable to 
breath properly. 

“I was lucky enough to have had 
a man who lived next to the scene 
of the accident to hear the crash 
and was quick enough to act in 
driving to the house of a friend 


who lived down the road to get 
help, this friend was a female 
doctor. 

“She saved my life at the side of 
the road by managing to deflate 
my lung stopping me from chok¬ 
ing on the blood that was filling 
my lung up.” 

Of the crash itself, Mr MacKay 
said: “It was a mixture of mechan¬ 
ical failure and driver error.” 

As advice to other motorcycle 
riders, Mr Mackay said: “Don’t 
let just anyone work on your 
bike. Either do it yourself or find 
somebody that you trust.”

RAC revamp plans 
heading to Pickles

Eric Pickles’ office should 
decide whether to allow the 
redevelopment of a greenbelt 
estate belonging to Britain’s 
oldest motoring association, 
according to council officers. 

The Royal Automobile Club 
(RAC) wants to build a motor 
heritage wing, destination 
spa, golf driving range and 
children’s swimming pool as 
part of its £24m redevelop¬ 
ment of Woodcote Park in 
Epsom. 

The planning team at 
Epsom Council has recom¬ 
mended councillors refer this 
planning application to the 
Secretary of State during a 
meeting tonight. 

The proposed spa, parking 
spaces and swimming pool 
and children’s play area in a 
Victorian walled garden are 
seen as inappropriate devel¬ 
opment in the greenbelt. 

But a council report said: 
“Officers are persuaded that 
the benefits of approving this 
application would outweigh 
the harm.” 

The report welcomed the 
investment in club facilities 


and “historic fabric” of the 
estate at a time when the 
country club needs to change 
in order to remain financially 
viable. 

It asked: “What if the RAC 
Club cannot continue on this 
site?” 

Council officers have also 
recommended that outline 
planning permission is 
granted for two homes in the 
Ridge to fund repairs to a 
Grade II listed derelict wall 
and cottage. 

Greenbelt campaigners 
have called for this housing 
development to be blocked 


and asked why the club has 
not preserved these historic 
assets over the years. 

But the report said: “The 
benefit of the scheme pro¬ 
posed in terms of the repairs 
to the listed walled garden 
and gardeners cottage, which 
are of national importance, 
are considered very special 
circumstances that outweigh 
the harm to the open charac¬ 
ter of the greenbelt.” 

It added: "As the proposal 
represents a departure from 
policy the application will be 
referred to the Secretary of 
State for the final decision.”

Information is so important when 
making decisions on what to buy 
when investing in the Epsom 
property market, writes Ian Plumb 
of the Epsom Property Blog. 

The demand for rental properties 
is much greater than the supply and 
in some circumstances, we have four 
to five prospective tenants for each 
quality property. As always the 
demand is much greater for 
properties that are in good areas. 

Also, we are noticing that tenants 
are staying longer in their chosen 
property with some tenants signing 
for the third and fourth years. This is 
obviously causing problems from 
the supply side, so we are relying on 
new investment landlords to bring 
in some new properties. 

Ashtead is a great example. By 
knowing the different areas of 
Epsom and the surrounding areas, 
we can weigh up potential hotspots 
in the rental market and show 
potential landlords where there 
could be an opportunity.

According to a recent estate agen¬ 
cy survey, revised changes to the 
UK Stamp Duty Land Tax, as out¬ 
lined by the government in De¬ 
cember, has had a positive impact 
on the housing market.

ASHTEAD - THE PLACE TO BUY AN INVESTMENT PROPERTY? 


Information is so important when 
making decisions on what (or not) 
to buy when investing in the Epsom 
property market. The demand for 
rental properties is much greater that 
the supply and in some circumstances, 
we have four to five prospective 
tenants for each quality property. As 
always the demand is much greater 
for properties that are in good areas. 
Also, we are noticing that tenants 
are staying longer in their chosen 
property with some tenants signing 
for the third and fourth years. This 
is obviously causing problems from 
the supply side, so we are relying 
on new investment Landlords to 
bring in some new properties. 

Today, I want to look at Ashtead to the South 
Western edge of Epsom. By knowing the different 
areas of Epsom and the surrounding areas, I can 


weigh up potential hotspots in the rental market 
and show potential landlords where there could 
be an opportunity. The majority of properties 
sold in Ashtead during the last 12 months were 
detached properties which on average sold for 
£741,400. Semi-detached properties had an 
average sold price of £479,800 and apartments 
averaged at £255,000. 

The overall average property in Ashtead is 
worth £529,600, which as one would expect 
is higher than the Leatherhead overall average 
at £444,000, but was cheaper than next door 
Fetcham at £575,700. 

In Ashtead, there are 13,656 people living 
in 5,520 properties. It is the home ownership 
percentages that really got me interested, as 
it is this information, tied in with our intimate 
knowledge of the market, where we can 
match tenant demand to an under supply 
of rental properties. In Ashtead, of those 
5,520 households, 83.0% own their property 
(compared to the Epsom average of 78.5%). 


There are only 376 rented properties in Ashtead 
in the private rented sector (6.8% of Ashtead 
properties are privately rented compared with 
the Epsom average of 10.4%). The reason 
the private rental sector is much lower is that 
Ashtead has a high proportion of homeowners 
and a low percentage of local authority housing. 
The properties do sell well in fact, 554 properties 
have changed hands in the last two years. 
However, with such excellent demand from 
homeowners and tenants, this could be the right 
area to purchase your next buy to let investment.

Epsom & Ewell Harriers 
Rosie Clarke may have been 
disappointed after finishing 
sixth over 1,500m in the Euro¬ 
pean Indoor Athletics Cham¬ 
pionships, but her coach soon 
put her right. 

The 23-year-old clocked 
four minutes 16.49 seconds in 
Prague on Sunday - four sec¬ 
onds outside her personal 
best of 4:12.18 - as Sifan Has- 
san of Holland took gold in 
4:09.04. 

The Harrier, pictured, cur¬ 
rently second in the UK 
women’s rankings over 
1,500m, is studying for a 
management degree in New 
York. 

However, she will return to 
the UK in June with renewed 
determination to chip away 
at that PB and qualify for the 
World Championships in 
China in August. 

She said: “The European 
Indoor Championships were 
such a special occasion for 
me. 

“Being selected to repre¬ 
sent Great Britain is what 



every British athlete dreams 
of, and so when I received the 
call-up I was ecstatic. 

“When I initially stepped 
off the track after the race 
I was disappointed with 
my performance, but 
my coach [Tom 
Watson] quickly 
pointed out aT 
the positives 
from my 
performance. 

“He soon 
swayed me 
that sixth 
in Europe

She added:

“I’m not particularly happy 
with the time, but I can learn 
from it and I would have liked 
to run a bit quicker, but it 
happens.” 

Clarke has been racing 
competitively for 10 years 
having made her debut at 
the South-East Schools Coun¬ 
ties Championship in June 
2005. 

On that day, as a 13-year- 
old, Clarke recorded 4:58.60 
for her 1,500m run - and she 
knows the reason behind her 
continued improvement over 
the distance. 

She said: “Hard work does 
pay off. Just stay focused, 
keep on training hard, and 
remember that racing is the 
fun part. 

“Now I’m very excited 
about the upcoming outdoor 
season, and hope to chip 
away at my PB and get as 
close to the qualification 
standard for the World 
Championships as possible.” 



Proud Gorecka ‘not in right place’

“But it was brilliant oppor¬ 
tunity to come here and get 
the work done. This was my 
first championships and I 
made the final. 

“Obviously I’ve done it 
through cross-country train¬ 
ing, it’s a bit crazy, but I’m 
proud about what I’ve 
achieved.”
